no present intention ot withdrawing 
from the presidential' race of 192S. 
He will be guided by trn public opin- 
;on of the country at the time of the 
next Republican, convention in June. 
1?2S. And the information given him 
by Republican leaders from most of 
the states of tho union this far is 
that his nomination will be demand- 
ed. 


This is the status of the political sit- 


uation as it affects Calvin Coolidge, 
notwithstanding the prediction \made 
in New York before the Riverside Re- 
publican club, by Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia univer- 
sity. 


Mr. Butler's view, however, is held 


by a number 
of Republicans who 


think Coolidge should not inject the 
third term issue in the campaign. 


From the closest 
friends of Mr. 


Coolidge who have an opportunity day 
by day to judge Mr. Coolidge's mental 
processes, this writer gains the def- 
inite impression that the president 
feels the term he served from August, 
1923, 
to March 4. 1925, was occupied in 


fulfilling the policies of his predeces- 
sor and that his own administration 
really started from the date he was 
elected as president. 


MAKES NO STATEMENT 


So far as can be learned, Mr. Coo- 


lidge has never told anybody he would 
or would not be a candidate in 192S. 
But the political 
mechanism which 


surrounds a president and reaches into 
the various state organizations has for 
several months taken it for granted 
that Mr. Coolidge yould have his name 
presented irrespective of whether he 
lifts a finger to indicate his desire. The 
Coolidge strength inside the Republican 
rarty is the largest single factor in :"t. 
The men who form that nucleus are 
determined to work for the president's 
nomination. 


Even it the president decided it was 


•unwise for him to accept another nom- 
inatio.i. it would be politically disas- 
trous for him to say so at this time. 
VThe fact that a president is not go- 
ing to succeed himself means a turn- 
ing to other candidates and a loss ot 
leadership in the remainder of a presi- 
dential term. 


THIRD TERM ISSUE 


There is a definite campaign on to 


raise the third term issue, but it pro- 
ceeds mostly from western 
Republi- 


cans who favor the candidacy of Vice 
President Dawes or former Governor 
Lowden or 'favorite sons" from their 
respective states. Mr. Coolidge has re- 
mained adamant against any state- 
ment on the subject and will not be 
"smoked out" cither by his friends or 
his enemies. 


Outside the Republican ranks where 


the third term question is discussed, 
particularly 
among Democrats, 
the 


prevailing thought is that the Repub- 
licans will rcnominatc Mr. Coolidge. 
The Democrats hope so. partly because 
they think they can iisc the third term 
irstie on the stump, but mostly because 
the basis ot their attack 7iext time will 
he the acts of the Coolidge administra- 
tion.

Three foieign governments who agreed 
at Geneva to ask for modification of 
the senate reservations to the court 
protocol have advised the st^te de- 
partment officially of their decision. 
President Coolidge has announced that 
if the reservations was not accepted 
without change, he would not reopen 
the subject. 


One of the formal notifications came 


from Great Britain, but what other 
nations have replied to the American 
overture remains undisclosed.

department officials would not even 
indicate Wednesday what lines-were 
followed In the communications nor 
confirm that they constituted rejec- 
tions.

Farm Work In Twenty Days 


Detroit—(/?)—Henry Ford will at- 


tempt to prove that work it takes 
farmers a year to do in producing farm 
staples can be done in 13 to 20 days 
through application of efficiency meth- 
ods, according to an article by Theo- 
dore Price, appearing in Wednesday's 
issue of Commerce and Finance. 


The experiment will be conducted on 


a huge farm which 
manufacturer

the automobile

Dearborn, Mich., and the test will be 
open to public observation. Ford pur- 
poses to prove the soundness of his 
theory of industrialization of farming, 
the article states, by application of la- 
bor-saving 
machinery, 
organization 


and specialization. 


"Hit> estimate," Price writes, "would 


allow two days for the plowing and 
harrowing that must be done before 
planting, one day for the planting it- 
self, five days for cultivation during 
growth and two days for harvesting 
and threshing which can now be done 
simultaneously by a machine which 
cuts, threshes and bags the wheat as 
it is drawn through the field by a trac- 
tor. 
The total of time thus allocated 


would be ten days, which is only half 
of Mr. Ford's estimate, 
and would 


leave another ten days for ditching, 
fencing, distribution of fertilizer and 
doing any other work fairly charge- 
able to the cost of producing 
tilar crop.

he has always done that and finds it 
an excellent program for a 70-year-old 
secretary of state who wishes to keep 
healthy and strong, as Kellogg feels he 
is.

ments'and dispatches from diplomat- 
ic representatives 
and other agents. 


Unlike his predecessor, Charles Evans 
Hughes, who liked to have matters 
presented to him in writing by his sub- 
ordinates. Kellogg prefers consulta- 
tions.

'more or less" history and now he 
reads cither history or biography when 
he wants to get international situa- 
tions off his mind. He has read an 
enormous number of biographies in the 
last 20 years and doesn't care much for 
novels. 


A STUDENT OF NAPOLEON 


Mr. Kellogg wouldn't name his 


vorite historical character, but he has 
been a student of Napoleon and has 
many volumes about Napoleon in his 
St. Paul home.

Here, too, his 
duties break in upon his leisure, for 
the social duties of a cabinet member, 
and especially of such an exalted one, 
are no cinch.

POLITICS IN FARM RELIEF 


It is taken for granted in Washington 


that the McXary-Haugen farm relief bill, 
which is ncaring a vote in congress, will 
be passed by both the house and the sen- 
ate. Given the right of way in the latter 
body by a vote of 66 to 14. its approval j 
there seems certain, and sentiment in the J 
house, so far as it can be gauged, is for j 
the measure. Opinion regarding this bill 
represents a sharp division between the 
Middle West, which supports it. and the 
East, which opposes it. The corn and 
wheat belts arc held to be a unit behind 
the bill, and to carry along with them a 
sympathetic attitude by farmers gener- 
ally.

nial report, asserts that there exists a 
need for a "drastic reorganization of 
state and local financial support." 


The state department has concluded 


that "the cost of high school support 
in AVisconsin must be more »'ide!y and 
equitably distributed, and recommends 
three changes. 


Larger state and county ' support, 


making income tax and indirect taxes 
bear a largo share of tho financial 
support, and equalized distribution of 
state funds, are the three recommenda- 
tions. 
Tho report was prepared by 


M. Thomas, 
supervisor 
of high 


schools, and issued by John J. Calla- 
han, state superintendent or public 
instruction. 


"Education is admitted to be a func- 


tion of the state and is one of its most 
important enterprises," the report as- 
serts. ':'Thc entire state profits oy the 
extension 
of education 
and 
suffers 


from its dimunition or failure. 
For 


this reason, the entiro wealth of the 
state should be taxed for tho support 
of. our public schools. 
"What percent- 


age should be contributed by the state, 
county and local districts, is a matter 
for discussion and agreement. Thirty 
per cent from tho state, thirty from 
tho county or city and" forty from the 
local district has been suggested. 


"The burdens of taxation are more 


easily borne if the tax is paid indirect- 
ly rather than directly. Furthermore, 
AVisconsin is committed to the belief 
than an income tax is a just form of 
taxation. For these reasons, it is re- 
commended that a larger share of 
school support be from income taxes 
or indirect taxes on cigarettes, cosme- 
tics, etc. 


"The purpose in distributing a state 


fund for the support of high schools is

system of state aids to high , schools 
should be abolished since it furnishes 
inadequate support and fails to sup- 
ply assistance to the various districts 
in proportion to their needs.
